Cultural Aspects

ern division of the Library of Con-

University. Having Just returned 
from an extended trip in the Near 
East, Ogden described several cul- 
V tural aspects of the area. 

Comparison of Libraries 

He compared the libraries In 
the Middle East to a Democracy, 
stating that It is necessary to have 
enough libraries so that education 
may continue. Ogden observed 
that In all countries some of the 
shelves were bare and somg were 
full, making It necessary for all of 
the libraries to work together and 
to cooperatg.tn Order to build up 
their collections.

Sing Innovations 


• LAST YEAR at the close of the annual 
Panhellenic Sing a great debate broke out 
between the "sing no more faction” and the 
‘‘let’s try to have a better sing” group. The 
Panhellenic Council, realizing that the Sing 
had moved far from its original purpose, has 
passed three major amendments effective 
this year to the previous Sing rules. 

One of the harshest denouncements of the 
Sing was the attitude of cutthroat competi- 
tion between the sororities. Panhel has rem- 
edied this criticism by the elimination of the 
rotating first, second and third place cups; 
at tomorrow’s sing the cups will be perma- 
nently awarded,'cutting the fight for the cup. 
Before this action, the cup was present^ 
permanently to the group that had won it 
three times in a row. Another innovation is 
the reduction of the practice period to one 
iponth, which produces concentrated effort 
but at least prohibited concentrated strain. 
The third new ruling is the limitation of 
members singing from thirty to twenty, al- 
lowing some of the smaller groups to partici- 
pate and providing a wider selection of 
voices. 

’The Panhel functions were originally de- 
signed as entertainment for the entire Uni- 
versity by the sororities. Dating back before 
the war, the Sing has been recently accused 
of losing this entertainment and friendly 
competition and turning into a grand battle 
for the gold cup Nevertheless, It seems illogi- 
cal to demand that the Sing be abolished. 
Never before has the University been so de- 
void Of amusement and entertainment. The 
Sings In their original form serve this two 
fold purpose of entertainment and inter- 
sorority competition. 

Tomorrow night the Panhel Sing will be 
once again presented in Usner Auditorium 
and it seems that with the three major 
changes in the rulings the Sing will return 
to its original purpose. It’s worth a try.

• BORN IN PRAGUE, Milica Hasalova described her chiItU 
hood as very nice and straight. Her memories of youth in- 
clude studying ballet with her godmother Nikolska, ptima 
ballerina of the National Prague ’Theater, and traveling to 
Rumania, Yugoslavia and England. In the middle of Much 
1M9, Czechoslovakia was invaded by the soldiers of Hitler's 
’Third Reich, and Milica grew up along with the Secwd World 
War. 

Her father, who was a general, escaped to England in , 
1940. Very early one morning in 1942 the Gestapo came with 
orders to take General Hasalova’s family away. Mrs. Hasalova 
hurried Milica out of the room and told the men, ‘’Oh, my 
sister will take care of ijer." ’That, plus the fact that “the 
men didn’t want to be bothered with a ‘kid’,” saved Milica 
from the horror of the concentration camp. She spent the rest 
of the time with her aunt. 

Around Easter 1945 Milica was with some friends out- 
side Prague when the Americans finally reached Pilsen, south- 
west of the Czech capital. “The Americans stopped here, since 
they had agreed to let the Russians formally liberate Czech- 
oslovakia.” Because of the fighting and lack of transportation, 
Milica was stranded for two weeks, but in April 1945/ the 
Hasalovas were ^ally united. 

As General of the^Army and Minister of ’Transportation, 
Milica’s father was treated well by fte Russians until 'the 
Communist coup d'etat in February 1948. “Masaryk was.

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Groups Form Coalitions to Control Votes; 
Students Express Apathy in Election

• IT WILL SOON be time to vote. Many universitiei are pre- 
paring ballots for student government elections, and in No- 
vember those of us who are old enough to, vote in the national 
elections will go to the polls to choose the next president of 
the United States. Both elections will be carried out, at least 
superficially, in the best tradition of "the democratic expres- 
sion of the will of the people." 

There will be campaigning in both elections, there already 
Is, and men will present platforms for the inspection of the 
voters. One will be, as the idealists say, "a training ground for 
future citizens,” while the other will be the real thing. One 
will be more in the nature of practice while the other will put 
that experience to use. In one election the stakes will be com- 
paratively low, the rewards purely honorary; in the other the 
stakes will be fantastically great both honorarily and material- 
ly. And both elections will be characterized by a monumental 
apathy which allows and even breeds dishonesty. 

Coalition Coercion 

On campuses all over the country, it is common knowl- 
edge that the elections of student officials are not always the 
"pure expression of the will of the students” that they are 
supposed to be. It is usual for social fraternities, honorary 
cluta, athletic associations, and other groups which exert some 
Influence because of their size or strate^c position to form 
secret coalitions in order to control student elections. This is 
I possible because of a general student apathy which prevents 
either reform or a complete polling of po^ble votes. Many 
persons who are directly affected by the rnults of the elec- 
tions will simply neglect to cast b vote. This has been going 
on for so long that it is taken for granted by most and affords 
'genuine amusement for some. 

The problem In the elections at Kansas State University 
is a revision of the Constitution of the All Student COuncU. 
The stated purpose of the proposed reorganization is {he 
elimination of the Greek-Independent split. But it appears the 
exact opposite will result. 

Residence Group Plan 

Under the present system members of the ASC are elected 
either representative of a district composed of combina- 
tions of schools or as delegates from a few special organiza- 
tions such as the Negro Student Association or the Co-opt. 
By the new plan the represenutives will be elected by resi- 
dence groups. The divisions set up are social fraternities, social 
sororities, men’s and women’s dormitories, unaffiliated stu- 
dents and professioiud fraternities. 

The existing arrangement is not the best because H 
tolerates a spUt in the student body. However, it is difficult 
to see how the new plan will remedy this since the repre- 
sentatives are elected from either Greek or mm-Greek areas 
Instead of having at least a faint responsibility toward repre* 
senting all students, the ASC, members will realize th^ are 
elected by one group alone and will represent only that group. 
The almost inevitable conclusion would be a more solid align- 
ment than before. Change can be jiutilled only by resulting 
Improvement, not Just because it is change. If the proposed 
amendments do not correct the wrong they were set up to 
combat, then there is no reason for their adoption. 

This year apathy at Florida SUU University has ap- 
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parently spread to the Candidates themselves. Only a few of 
them submitted information of their campaigns other than by 
a paster. This poses the t|uesfion as to whether the candidates 
have so little time or interest in their own campaigns that they 
could not spare the time and the trouble to write a program 
speech or outline a proposal. 

The Florida 'Flamoeau finds it hard to believe that stu- 
dents at the uriiversity have no interest in the outcome of 
elections, yet it claims that an obvious lack of interest pre- 
vails on the campts. In an effort to better conditions the pub- 
lication suggests not only a stronger election turnout but a 
more intelligent vote. This can be realized only when the voteiw-i 


take it upon themselves to learn everything passible about the gf 
qualifications and platforms of the candidates. Before they 
can do this, however, it is necessary for the csSididates to 
campaign in a more positive and constructive manner. Past 
elections at the university were determined by the quantity 
of posters displayed by each capdidate. As a remedy for the 
political apathy, the Flambeau urges that the time and effort 
spent on meaningless posters should be utilized in rallies and 
newspaper propaganda so that the balloting procedure would 
not be so meaningless and futile to the students. 

Furman Complains 

The Hornet from Furman Untversity blames the low per. 
centage of voting turnout on the attitude that "my vote won’t 
matter one way or the other.” The same people who do not 
bother to vote when the ballot is put before them are those 
people who will gripe about the new officers and the policies 
carried out by these officers. Given another opportunity, they 
will still tail to vote. Elections in the student body, as in any 
organized group, should be one of the important functions; 
even though there is always a certain amount of apathy among 
the voters. Many times the voters do not know what the issues 
are or do not realize the importance of the ballot. Each vote 
cast by a student helps to strengthen the student government 
Without a student government what kind of school would 
it be? 

The biggest concern to the students of Iowa State College 
is not what residence groups the candidate represent but what 
these' candidates can do for the students, if elected. The uni- 
versity newspaper, the Iowa State Daily, considers its student 
government as a non-effective and Inactive representative of 
student opinion and feeling. Reason for the existing apathy 
is the selfish interests predominating in campus politics. Both 
the Independents and the Greeks would like to get their own 
men elected at the expense of the other side. The publication 
IRlieves that if the Independents and Greeks continue to ’ 
hinder each other’s progress, both will suffer. Much more 
could be accomplished for the student body If both groups 
would work together for the good of all

Ciiento’s switch to second base 
is reminiscent of the time that 
the same BUI Reinhart, then 
coaching baseball at the Univer. 
sity of Oregon, changed Joe 
Gordon, New York Yankee second 
baseman, tram shortstop to second 
base after developing him in the 
former spot for some time. Ci* 
lento, though a little slower afoot 
than Gordon, has been considered 
a good prafeaaional prospect sines 
his high school days in Newark, 
New Jersey, and he is apparently 
interested in a basebaU career.
